REPUBLICANS FIGHT 
PROFITS TAX TO 
BITTER END 


Washington, May l l 
(ZP)— 'The 
new tax bill, reducing the much 
criticised 
undistributed profits 
tax to a tattered remnant of its 
self, received final 
congressional 
approval today but house Republi­ 
cans opposed that remnant to the 
very end. 
"You are leaving in this bill,” 
asserted 
Representative 
Tread­ 
way of Massachusetts, the rank­ 
ing minority member of the ways 
and means committee, "the seed 
of what may spring up again to 
injure business.” 
Goes To White House 
"We have done our 
dead 
level 
best,” said Representative Vinson 
(D-Ky) 
an 
administration tax 
spokesman, "to bring to the house 
a bill that will be helpful to busi­ 
ness.” 
The house interrupted a spirit­ 
ed discussion of the administra­ 
tion’s lending-spending 
program 
to adopt— 242 to 89—a comprom­ 
ise conference report on the tax 
bill. The measure now goes to the 
White House for President Roose­ 
velt’s signature. 
The bill* reenacting much of the 
existing law, is estimated to yield 
the revenues 
of 
$6,000,000,000 
annually. It exempts corporations 
with incomes of leas than $25,- 
000 from the tax on undistributed 
profits. Corporations with income 
above that figure would pay an 
income tax of 16% per cent of all 
profits were 
disbursed 
to 
its 
stockholders and of 19 per cent if 
all profits were retained.

By comparison, under the pres­ 
ent law—upon which business has 
laid a major share of the blame 
for the present depression—all 
corporations pay a tax of sight to 
fifteen per cent on their earnings, 
and an added impost of seven to 
27 per cent on such portions of 
those earnings as are not convert­ 
ed into dividends. 
While the smaller corporations 
are exempted by the new law 
from the operations of the undis­ 
tributed profits tax, they are re­ 
quired to pay a flat corporate in­ 
come tax of 12% to 16 per cent, 
graduated in accordance with the 
extent of their profits. 
The new bill also drastically re­ 
vised the tax on capital gains— 
which also has been blamed for 
depression ills. 
Instead 
of the 
present 
graduated tax on capital 
gains, it would impose the regular 
income tax rates upon gains from 
assets held no longer 
than 
18 
months. A flat 20 per cent would 
be levied upon gains from assets 
held from 18 to 24 months and a 
16 per cent rate would be applied 
to gains from assets held longer 
than two years.

Harper, Charlet 
Roberts 
and 
Jasper Perry were committed to 
solitary after the three are said 
to have taken part in a knifing in 
which the deputy warden was kill­ 
ed and the warden fatally stab­ 
bed. They were charged with mur­ 
der, but never bronght to trial. 
Roberta was released about two 
years ago after completing a rob­ 
bery armed 
term, 
the 
murder 
charged against him dropped on 
application of the state attorney 
general’s department which decid­ 
ed it would be impossible to ob­ 
tain a conviction. This fact and a 
good record for a year led 
the 
warden to free Harper from the 
solitary block. One prison official 
said "16 
years 
in 
solitary 
is 
enough for any man.” Perry has 
been transferred to the state hos­ 
pital for criminal insane at Ionia.

Rio De Janeiro, Brazil, May ll. 
(ZP)— President

Vargas 
crushed an armed revolt of Braz­ 
il’s greenshirted Fascists 
today 
and apparently strengthened his 
position as dictator. 
There were many’dead. 
Official 
casualty figures early 
tonight placed the known dead at 
12 and the wounded at 22. Police 
headquarters 
said 500 alleged 
plotters were arrested. 
Organization Smashed 
Pistol in hand, Vargas helped 
fight off greenshirts 
attempting 
to invade his presidential palace. 
A few hours later he started mili­ 
tary and police court action 
to 
smash 
completely the outlawed 
integralist 
greenshlrt 
organiza­ 
tion. 
The revolt, 
which apparently 
was wholly Brazilian in character, 
was smashed by a combination of 
police and army thrusts. An un­ 
determined number of rebels were 
killed and wounded in abortive 
assaults against the government 
buildings and residences of prin­ 
cipal army generals. 
Hundreds 
were arrested.

Spanish Loyalist "Lost Division" Comes 


Out Of Hiding To Raid Insurgent Lines 


Hendaye, France (At the Span­ 
ish Frontier), May l l |(ZP)— The 
Spanish government’s "lost divi­ 
sion” sallied forth from Its hidden 
Pyrenees mountain stronghold to­ 
day in new raids on the insur­ 
gents’ northern lines. 
Military dispatches said the di­ 
vision, which has become a sym­ 
bol of heroism to the Barcelona 
government and a thorn to the 
insurgents, was hampering Gen­ 
eralissimo Francisco Franco’s pre­ 
parations for 
a drive near the 
French frontier. 
Insurgent and government re­ 
ports conflicted. 
Insurgents said 
the division’s attacks were re­ 
pulsed with heavy losses and it 
remained isolated and surrounded. 
Government advices d e c l a r e d 
Franco’s artillery was ineffective 


against the "lost division’s” threat 
in Spain’s mountainous far north. 
The division, the 43rd, twice 
struck into the Bielsa valley from 
its virtually impregnable position 
deep in the Pyrenees. 
Dispatches 
said it was attacking Las Puss, 
five miles 
north 
of 
Boltana, a 
strategic Pyrenees town. 
Heavy artillery duels on the 
Mediterranean coast marked the 
return of clear weather after rains 
that immobilized heavy equipment 
on the main fronts. 
Both lines remained temporarily 
deadlocked on the two eastern sec­ 
tors swinging from the insurgents’ 
narrow coastal strip southwest 
around Valencia and northwest 
around Catalonia where insur­ 
gents said new offensives wore im­ 
minent.

Secretary Ickea Refuses 
to Sell Gas for Use 
in Zeppelins 


Washington, May ii (ZP)—Ger­ 
many apparently lost out in her 
bid for American 
helium 
today 
when Secretary Ickes, embattled 
critic of Nazism and Fascism, stuck 
to his refusal to permit exports of 
the gas and President Roosevelt 
assumed a hands-off attitude. 
White House attaches announced 
that We J Roosevelt could do noth­ 
ing, because the law requires the 
unanimous consent of the six-man 
munitions control board (of which 
Ickes is a member) 
before 
the 
reich can get the non-inflammable 
gas to inflate her new trans-Atlan­ 
tic zeppelin. 
This announcement raised the 
question whether Mr. Roosevelt 
himself is very eager to see helium 
go to the reich. 
It was assumed 
that if the president had expressed 
a strong desire to ship the gas, his 
subordinate, the secretary of the 
interior, would have 
fallen 
into 
line. 
In fact, Ickes said several 
weeks ago he would abide by any 
hint from his chief. 
Ickes has said ha had no iron­ 
clad guarantee from Germany that 
the helium would not be used for 
military purposes.

Two N e w b e r r y youths, 
George Ketvirtis, 19, and 
George Duchey, 21, yesterday 
confessed to the killing of 
Charlie 
Hoy, 
67, 
Chinese 
laundryman, on the night of 
December 29 or 30,1937. The 
confessions 
were 
obtained 
through efforts of Trooper 
John C. Carstensen, Michigan 
state police, who is stationed 
at Newberry. The pair insist­ 
ed yesterday that the killing 
of the aged laundryman was 
accidental, but they admitted 
binding and torturing Hoy. 
Ketvirtis, a quiet boy in h»s 
senior year at Newberry hign 
school, was the first to break 
down 
and 
confess 
under the 
trooper’s 
grilling. 
He was ar­ 
rested on Monday, and Immediate­ 
ly admitted his part in the crime. 
He stated that he would have told 
of it sooner had 
he 
not 
been 
afraid of Duchey, his 
confessed 
accomplice, who stands 6 feet 2 
inches tall and starred on 
the 
Newberry , football squad before 
graduation, from high school last 
June. 
Needed More Liquor 
Shortly before Christmas, ac­ 
cording to KetVirtis* 
statement, 
Duchey came to him and asked if 
he would like to get some money 
for Christmas and New 
Year’s. 
Ketvirtis, the younger of the two* 
stated he asked "Where?”. afd 
that Duchey asywvnffittml OB#? 
'He HoYr the llUiidryman, 
had 
about $1,900 of more. The pair 
then decided, according to their 
confessions, to go in and talk to 
Hoy, hit him over the head, tie 
him up and force him to reveal 
the hiding place jof 
his 
money, 
and then leave him tied. 
On the night of Tuesday, De­ 
cember 28, at 6 or 7 o’clock, they 
decided to rob the 
laundryman. 
They walked past his shop several 
times, but agreed that they had 
not had enough to drink, and put 
it off until the following night. 
The 
next night Ketvirtis met 
Duchey at his home at about 5 
o’clock, according to 
his 
state­ 
ment, and the two had a pint of 
whiskey and 
some wine. 
They 
drank about half the whiskey and 
the wine and then decided to rob 
the Chinese. 
Carried Revolver 
Leaving 
Duchey’s 
house 
at 
about 6 o’clock, they walked to 
the Chemical company’s sawmill 
and then south down the railway 
tracks to the D. S. S. A A. ware­ 
house. There they stopped 
and 
took a drink out of the pint bot­ 
tle of whiskey, leaving it in the 
snowbank. Then they walked past 
Edgar’s tavern and through the 
front door of Charlie Hoy’a laun­ 
dry. 
Duchey said in his confession 
that he borrowed a gun for the 
robbery and gave it to Ketvirtis, 
who wore old clothes when he 
came in to accost the aged Chi­ 
nese. 
"Charlie was In the front part 
reading a paper,” Ketvirtis stated 
in his confession. "I sat down and 
George (Duchey) stood talking 
with him. George asked him bow 
business was. Then George grab­ 
bed him from behind and shoved 
him into the kitchen.” 
“There were three stoves and 
a lot of coal or coke on the floor,” 
Ketvirtis 
said in describing the 
rear of Hoy’s shop. 
Gagged With Coathanger 
"George hit Charlie and knock­ 
ed him unconscious,” 
Ketvirtis 
stated, "and I tied his feet with a 
piece 
of 
wire 
or 
something. 
George told me to go and look for 
the money. All I could find was 
a roll of dollar bills in a small 
wooden table.” 
When he returned to the rear 
of the shop, 
Ketvirtis declared. 
he found Duchey standing over 
Hoy and shoring a gag into his 
mouth. "He shoved the gag into 
the Chinaman’s mouth with what 
I thought was a coat-hanger,” ha 
stated. 
At this time the laundryman 
had regained consciousness and

Traced By Chairman 
George Krogstad 


Labor Iowa, their history ta d 
defects, were discussed a t a meet­ 
ing of labor organisations a t the 
city ball last night by George A. 
Krogstad, chairman of the Michi­ 
gan departm ent of labor and In­ 
dustry. 
Krokstad traced bls labor con­ 
nections, telling of learning the 
pattern making trade in Wiscon­ 
sin and later being sent as an or­ 
ganiser to Detroit. 
Ha conred as 
deputy commissioner under Gov­ 
ernors Groesbeck ami Brucker and 
was 
named 
commissioner, 
and 
later chairman, of the department 
by Governor Murphy. 
H e told of the history of labor 
legislation, recalling th at the first 
labor law was passed in 1885. The 
skeleton of the present depart­ 
ment of labor and industry, he 
said, was created by legislative 
act in HOE. At present, he said, 
the department is greatly under­ 
manned, having but 13 inspectors 
for the whole state of Michigan. 
Fred Peltier of this city is the, 
only labor Inspector in the Upper 
Peninsula. 
Krogstad expressed the belief 
th at industry should be taxed to 
pay the cost of operating the de­ 
partm ent of labor and industry. 
In that way, 
he said. 
industry 
would be more eager to see that 
working conditions were bettered. 
The speaker told of the work­ 
ings of his department in conduct­ 
ing hearings. Cases are first heard 
by a deputy commissioner, who 
hears testimony from 
both 
fac­ 
tions and then renders his deci­ 
sion. Both factions then have the 
right to appeal. 
These appeals 
are heard before a full board of 
four commissioners, 
the Upper 
Peninsula hearings being held at 
Marquette. 
In discussion of the features of 
the 
state 
compensation 
laws, 
Krogstad declared th at the pres­ 
ent legislation with relation to 
compensation 
is 
entirely Inade­ 
quate. 
He urged local unions to 
get busy and suggest legislation 
to remedy these defects, mostly 
monetary in character.

“Then he burned 
the Chinaman on the leg. Charlie 
hollered and groaned, 
but 
we 
couldn’t hear w hat he was saying 
because of the gag. George heated 
the iron and burned him twice.” 
“Duchey told me to burn him 
some more," K etvirtls said, “and 
I took the iron and burned his 
foot ones. He hollered, but the 
poker wasn't very hot and I don’t 
think I hurt him much. Then we 
decided to stop. George took the 
gag off. 
Hoy was groaning and 
breathing hard." 
"George called me a coward," 
Ketvirtls statsd, “and picked Up 
the Chinaman and tried to carry 
him upstairs but he 
was 
too 
heavy. He dropped him at the foot 
of the stairs, w ith his head up." 
After Hoy was dropped at the 
foot of the stairs th* youths left 
his establishm ent and went to 
Duchey’s home on 
River 
Road. 
Ketvirtls stated th at he received 
about $32, which ha said 
was 
about halt of the am ount that the 
aged laundrym an had 
in 
the 
drawer of the wooden table. 
Then each went on about his 
business as usual. 
Duchey has 
been employed as an attendant at 
the Newberry state hospital since 
his graduation last snmmer. The 
two had bean members

same football team, each playing 
three years, K etvirtls as guard, 
Duchey ss tackle. 
Duchey had 
considerable trouble and was be­ 
fore the probate

times, was expelled from school 
twice for minor violations.

Officers Find Body 
The disappearance of Charlie 
Hoy, who was Newberry’s 
only 
Chinese resident, was first noted 
on December 31 by Robert Som­ 
mers, 15, who was employed as 
an errand boy by the laundryman. 
Sommers called at the shop on 
December 30 and found the stove 
cold and the kitchen in disorder 
and Hoy nowhere to be seen. The 
following day, when the laundry­ 
man still was absent, 
Sommers 
called the state police. 
Officers found the body of Hoy 
at the foot of a stairw ay at the 
rear of his shop. 
A 
cloth 
was 


crammed Into his throat and his 
body boro cuts and bruises. Tho 
kitchen a t the rear of his 
shop 
was Bi great disorder, indicating 
th at a struggle had taken place, 
and the Chinese lay on th e foot 
of the stairs with his head 
up­ 
ward. 
Dr. R. B. Spinks, county cor­ 
oner, performed aa autopsy and 
an inquest was held. T he coron­ 
er’s Jury established th e fact th at 
the m an had died of 
strangula­ 
tion, a strip of 
sheeting 
being 
thrust down 
his 
throat. 
There 
were m arks of a cord about th a 
neck and odd injuries 
on 
both 
arms and legs, later identified as 
those made by the two youths in 
torturing the aged 
Chines# 
to 
force him to reveal th e 
hiding 
place of his money. 
Sue Go of Minneapolis, brother 
of the slain man, cam# to New­ 
berry to arrange for the burial. 
He stated that his brother’s real 
nam e was Seu Snsy Lung, 
and 
th at he was born In Bin

Tung, China, in 1370. W hile still 
a boy the family moved to

Francisco, and than on to Chicago 
In 1890. In 1905 Seu Buoy Lung

RESIDENT ROOSEVELT has signed a 
WPA project application providing for 
the allotment of $34,SSO for 
continuing 
work on Becanaba’s municipal yacht basin 
on tho south shore.

Escanaba citizens, who for years have 
been hoping that this community would

the Ludington park beach. 
While the yacht basin is far from com­ 
pleted, the harbor has been the scene of 
much yachting activity during the past 
year. 
Interest in boating has climbed to 
new heighU, and appears destined to be­ 
come even greater. 
Final approval of the new WPA project 
will make possible the driving of 
more 
piles and the continuance of 
dredging 
operations in the 
yacht 
basin. 
When 
completed, Escanaba will have one of the

It Can Be Done 
W 
HEN we reflect on the prospect of a 
big Air Mall Week for 
the Upper 
Peninsula just ahead, we recall some 
of 
the difficulties which bsset the pioneers 
in that line not so long ago. 
The creative mind of man had been toy­ 
ing with the idea of aerial transportation 
long before the first flight of tho Wright 
brothers on the North Carolina coast in 
1903. 
But all along the way were the 
croakers who did their best to clog 
the 
wheels of progress wit hthat 
sour 
old 
wheeze: “ It can’t be done.” 
Even in 1912 Congress refused to lay 
aside it own skepticism. 
When officials 
of the Postoffice Department asked 
for 
an appropriation of $60,000 
that 
year 
with which to start an experimental 
air 
mail service, the request was disallowed 
on the ground that such an outlay would 
constitute an absurd, 
if 
not 
criminal 
waste of public money. 
We know 
the 
final 
outcome. 
The 
“can’t-be-done” boys In 
Congress 
were 
overborne by those who saw the 
light, 
and today air mail service is available in 
every American State. 
Foreign 
services 
cover Mexico, Central and South America, 
the West Indies, the Philippines and oth­ 
er isles of the sea, and the Orient, 
with 
extensions to Europe in the offing. 
Are the advocates of a bridge at the 
Straits of Mackinac going 
through 
the 
same phase that air mail boosters encoun­ 
tered in 1912? 
Are the detractors of the 
plan suffering the same blindness 
that 
afflicted air mall opponents then? 
Since 
it appears that federal funds 
may 
be 
available for bridge building, is Michi­ 
gan warranted in holding back, thus los­ 
ing a chance for an all-state investment 
which other commonwealths 
would 
be 
only too glad to grasp? 
Are 
we suffer 
ing from the same old lack of vision, or 
shall we welcome the opportunity which 
is •ticking out like a sore thumb in our 
direction just now? 


Old Stuff 
Industry isn’t 
I vention, by any means, although 
we 
are inclined to think so in 
the 
Upper 
Peninsula It may be new to this region, 
but that’s all. 
Actually tourist business was 
a 
big 
factor in the great days of the 
Roman 
Empire. 
Travel was much safer than it 
would be in the western world for many 
centuries after. 
It was a peaceful time, 
many people had wealth and others 
had 
leisure, and as a result there was much 
travel. 
Furthermore, the reasons 
for 
travel 
were about the same as those of 
today 
The Roman author of a poem about the 
volcano Etna says that the lure of history 
and legend drew him from home to seek 
the highways and byways of travel. 
The 
Roman tourists went to see the 
Pyra­ 
mids or the ruins of Greece Just as 
we 
show them the Big Spring or Old 
Fort 
Wilkins 
at 
Copper 
Harbor. 
And no 
doubt they kicked on the price of a dollar 
and a half room and said it was altogeth­ 
er too much, Just as their descendants do 
today. 
Quite likely the 
visitor’s 
wife 
swelled around and said they were 
ac­ 
customed to so much better 
meals 
at 
home, and little Augustus picked a fight 
with another tourist's kid and got the tar 
knocked out of him, just like little Willie 
of today. 
The summer tourist 
business 
really hasn’t changed much 
in 
twenty 
centuries, after all. 
Lucian wrote that if legends were ban 
ished from Greece, 
the 
guides 
would 
starve. 
There’s a lesson for us In 
that 
statement. 
We do not make enough of 
our greatest heroes, Hiawatha and Paul 
Bunyan. The Upper Peninsula is exception 
ally fortunate as the background for the 
only two sagas which America has pro­ 
duced. 
They can be played up to an in­ 
finitely greater degree with benefits to 
everybody. 
Everybody wants to 
know 
more about these characters, where they 
were born, their great deeds, 
and 
how 
they ended. It is too bad that we cannot 
produce the graves of Paul and Hiawatha, 
in fact they may be still alive. 
We know 
that Paul bounced out of the world 
and 
landed on the planet Venus, while 
our 
Ojibway Indian here boarded his 
birch 
bark canoe and sailed away 
on 
Gltche 
Gurnee, Lake Superior. 
Another Roman tourist calls attention 
to the appeal of nature and her massive 
works. 
We have them here in 
Infinite 
variety,— mountains, lakes, 
rivers, 
for­ 
ests, sand dunes, Pictured Rocks, springs, 
and all the other attractions which travel­ 
ers come a thousand miles to 
see, 
and 
which we take as a matter of course. Best 
of all, they can enjoy these sights under a 
superlative summer climate, whereas we 
know that the old Romans who went a- 
summering spent most of their time look­ 
ing for a cool spot. 
The fullest appreciation of the Land of 
Hiawatha is yet to come, the biggest books 
about it are still unwritten, and the best 
poems unsung. We accept ita beauties as 
commonplaces, largely because we are so 
close up as to fail in perspective, and per­ 
haps because we are ourselves 
common­ 
place. 
Our ancient tourists lauded travel 
as something which broadens the mind. 
If more Hiawatha Land people got out and 
around the world to a greater degree, they 
would come to appreciate more fully the 
advantages and attractions of the land in 
which they live.

knew tho sound of more than two francs 
Jingling together in hts jeans when he was 
a boy. 
Edouard Daladier, whose title of Prem­ 
ier is almost secondary to his possession of 
full powers to “save the franc” , Is tho 
son of a humble banker In the 
ancient 
town of Carpentras. 
And 
this 
stocky, 
pugnacious-countenanced man who 
now 
holds tho purse-strings of all France and 
was able Just the other day, by personal 
decree, to raise State taxes 
eight 
per 
cent, was so poor in his youth that, ex­ 
cept for the ald of bard-won scholarships, 
he would have had no higher schooling 
at all. 
After studying in the 
gymnasium 
of 
Lyons and, later, the university, Daladier 
practiced law until the war broke out. Ho 
went in a subaltern. 
Ho cams out a Col­ 
onel. 
In 1919 ho ran for tho 
Chamber 
Deputies in his native 
department 
Orange and has 
been 
continuously 
elected over since. 
Five years aftsr 
took his seat in Parliament, 
ho became 
Minister of Colonies. 
In more than half 
the many cabinets that have been formed 
since then, he has held office. 
•—FEARED FASCISM— 
In the troubled days of 
1933, 
when 
French finances were going to the bad, 
Daladier formed his 
first 
cabinet 
on 
January 28. 
It only lasted till October 
23 of the same year. 
He was back as Premier on January 
26, 1934, at one of the stormiest and 
most dangerous periods in French his­ 
tory. 
The Stavisky financial scandal had 
occurred. 
Tho extreme parties 
of 
the 
Right were demonstrating in the streets 
of Paris . Prefect of Police Chlappe had 
seemed over-tolerant of them and Daladier 
promptly fired him. 
On the 
night 
of 
February 6, 1934, an enormous clash oc­ 
curred between polico and rioters. Twen­ 
ty were killed. 
A thousand rioters and 
600 police and mobile guards were 
In­ 
jured. 
Daladier and his colleagues were 
called assassins. They resigned on Febru­ 
ary 7. 
But the riots had one Immense reeult. 
Fear of Fascism brought together 
Dal­ 
adier and Socialist Leon Blum, who had 
often fought each other. 
The 
Radical 
Chief, the Socialist chief and Thores, head 
of the Communists, appeared on the came 
platform in July. 1936, laying the foun­ 
dation for the “ Popular 
Front” 
which 
swept France in the next parliamentary 
elections. 
—TAKES BOLD STEP— 
In May, 19$$, Blum became Premier. 
Daladier became his Minister of War. In 
the second Blum cabinet, which fell just 
a few weeks ago, Daladier was once mors 
War Minister. 
Faced by the menace of the totalitarian 
states, Daladier took a 
bold 
step. 
Ho 
gave to Field Marshal Gameltn tho 
su­ 
preme control of the army, the air fore* 
and the navy. 
This “ democrat stuffed with republi­ 
can prejudices” , as an opposition news­ 
paper calls him, is aces up now with tho 
soldiers. 
He is like them — abort on 
speech, but long on action. 
And France hopes Daladier may prove 
to be the “strong man” she has sought 
ever siuce losing Clemenceau and 
Poin­ 
care.

Sealed in a copper bo* within 
tile cornerstone were found a do­ 
cument written in the hand of the 
Rev. Charles Langner, first pas­ 
tor of the parish; several newspa­ 
pers of the date of the dedication 
and an assortment of old coins. A 
bit of wood, bearing an inscrip­ 
tion stating that it was a relic of 
the Chicago tire of October, 1871,

Foreign Policy and Domestic 
Peace 
Napoleon said, "Politics Is des­ 
tiny," and it becomes Increasing 
ly clear that the foreign 
policies 
of 
governments 
are 
coming 
to 
determine t h e 
way 
they 
live 
their lives and 
settle their in­ 
ternal affairs. 
The most con­ 
spicuous 
exam­ 
ple of 
this 
is 
perhaps 
Great 
Britain. 
T h e 
British 
foreign 
policy has 
been 
determined 
b y 
the fear of war 
— and particul­ 
arly by the fear 
of modern aerial warfare 
which 
for tho first time makes the Brit­ 
ish Isles vulnerable to attack, no 
matter how much 
British 
may 
control the seas— and 
by 
long 
•delayed rearmament, and 
reor­ 
ganisation of the army. 
This fear of war has led Bri­ 
tain to abandon point by 
point 
every stand that might bring her 
into conflict with the more 
ag­ 
gressive nations. 
It resulted in the Chamberlain- 
Hallfax policy of steering Central 
Europe as easily as possible into 
Germany’s maw; to carry on con­ 
sistently the selling out 
process 
with other people's property rath­ 
er than colonies; to give France 
the strongest military alliance 
that has ever existed 
while re­ 
straining her from backing 
any 
of her allies; thus to urge 
Ger­ 
many against Russia in the east 
and Italy In the west; and, final­ 
ly, by the policy of 
divide 
and 
rule, to get by for the time 
be- 
4ng.

Leaving out of 
account 
the 
eventual results of this policy in 
the foreign field, it is having 
a 
decisive effect on British institu­ 
tions at home. The people of Eng­ 
land do not like this policy, and 
they realise that they pay it
